in no gainsaying the fuel that Senator Quay 
has a great many sympathizers iti'tliis com- 
munity. This statement will not1 meet with 
the approval of his enemies, or rather op- 
ponents, but it is none the less true. The 
impression prevails among the anti-Quay 
people that the sentiment of the county is 
almost unanimous against Quay, but this is 
uimply aue to the fact that what may be 
termed the articulate classes, newspapers 
and speakers who have had occasion to ad- 
dress the public, have been pretty unani- 
mous in denouncing the Senator. 
The 


fiiends of Quay have remained silent, and 
therefore only one side has been represented. 
It is an open question, however, as to how 
the county would go on a secret ballot for or 
against Quay, a ballot of the whole party. 
The course of the members of Assembly has 
been generally approved under the circum- 
stances, for pressure has been brought to 
bear upon them in but one direction, and 
their action in remaining out of caucus is 
therefore commendatory. 
The anti-Quay 


people here are fairly eulogizing Messrs. 
Edwards, Wilkinson and Winner. The story 
was brought to Doylestown on Monday that 
Captain Edwards had made a most favorable 
impression, upon a prominent anti-Quay 
leader in another county whom he chanced 
to meet at Harrinbuag, and that the latter 
has said some very flattering things about 
the lower end Assemblyman. 


The County Auditors have finished their 


work upon the statements presented to them 
for inspection by the County Commissioners 
and Directors of the Poor. A few .totals 
from the county statement were presented to 
the renders of the OAZBTTE last week, but 
there are other matters in connection with 
the county finances which will be interesting 
information. 
First in importance is the 


probability that the tax rate will be reduced 
from two and three-quarters to two and a 
half mills. The statement indicates that this 
reduction will be warranted under the cir- 
cumstances. 
While no official action has 


beeu taken in the matter, it is believed that 
the Commissioners will make the change. 
The reduction of a quarter of a mill will cut 
down the county's income about $10,000, 
but it would still leave about $120,000 for 
current expenses, which this year amounted 
to about $113,000. Thus it will be seen 
that there will be ample money to run the 
county affairs on the change of tax rate sug- 
gested unless something unusual and uufor- 
seen turns up. In this connection it may 
be said (hat extra money will eoon be needed 
at the ulmsliouse for building improvements, 
and it is gratifying to know that there is 
plenty of money on hand without adding to 
die burdens of the taxpayers. The change 
from a bankrupt treasury to s large surplus 
of over $70,000 ought to reflect some credit 
upon the County Commissioners who have 
had this department of the public service in 
(iharge fpr the past few years. The follow- 
ing js tlje report pf (.lie Auditors in relation 
to the county finances :

SCHOOL DlltCOTORt AMD OTHERS. 


The time is Dear at hand for the selection 


of various borough officers to fill the places 
of those whose terms will soon expire. A 
number of Counoilmen and other officials are 
to be chosen by the nominating conventions, 
and as many ai six School Directors—one 
for the First Ward, two for the Second, two 
foi I lie Third and one for the Fourth. 


It is important, as every one must know, 


to umke choice of good aitd suitable men for 
every public office, and especially for that of 
Schoo'l Directoi. Every citizen who is inter- 
ested in the welfare of the rising generation 
should be friendly to our public schools, and 
in order to make them as efficient as practi- 
cable it Is necessary for their control to beat 
all times in proper hands. 


It is a common Haying that good leachurs 


make good schools, but the responsibility of 
selecting teachers and administering the 
affairs of the schools rests with the Directors, 
and it is as essential to have good Directors 
as lo have good teachers. 


Here in Bristol there are eighteen public 


schools and nineteen teachers. We have our 


trough superintendent. The number 


attending the schools is 860. 


four school buildings, containing 


e twenty rooms. These build- 


ings, with their furniture, have an estimated 
value of $58,000. Last year the receipts for 
school purpones amounted to $15,043.88. 
The State appropriation was $0,412.40. This 
year it is reduced lo $5,518.26. The total 
amount disbursed in behalf of tke schools 
during the year was $14,070.79. The sum 
reserved towards the redemption of the 
¥19,000 bonds outstanding now amounts to 
$2,598. 


These items imply responsibility and the 


need of care and wisdom on the part of 
those who arc entrusted with tho direction of 
school affairs . and it must be apparent to 
every thoughtful person that the duty of se- 
lecting Directors ought not to be lightly 
considered. 
I> ia the first and moat import- 


ant step towaids promoting the best interests 
of tho schools. 


If Congress will pass the shipping bill that 


is intended lo carry into effect the recom- 
mendations of President MoKinloy in his 
last annual message to Congress—and which 
bill was introduced in the Senate by Mr.

Another Interesting hearing In the 


judicial proceedings instituted against 
Senator Quay by his political opponents 
took place before the supreme court 
on Saturday. It was then developed 
by Hon. David T. Watson, of Alle- 
gheny, of counsel for Senator Quay, 
that under the charter of the People's 
bank that corporation is specifically 
empowered to buy and sell stocks and 
bonds, and that, therefore, Senator 
Quay could^not have violated any law 
in having liis friend Hopkins, an em- 
ploye of the bank, place his orders with 
his broker for the purchase of stocks 
to be paid for out of Senator Quay's 
private account.
